W H E R E W IL L T H E Y G E T T H E M O N E Y ? 
Tire companies are going to a 86-hour week. 
That 
does not mean that the workers will get more money. 
It means that the cost of producing a tire will be more 
because there is less work given for the money. 
Thai is a tendency in industry under pressure of 
national leadership. 
The question is, where is the additional 
money 
coming from to pay the additional costs? 
No provision seems to have been made to carry the 
extra costs. 
The situation is much like that of the Illinois house 
of representatives, which voted higher pay to all fire­ 
men and policemen, but refused to pass legislation en­ 
abling the municipalities to raise the money to pay the 
higher salaries. 
That sounds foolish, but that is w hat it 
did. 
Further, the situation is comparable to that of the 
congress that generously granted a bonus to the sol­ 
diers of the W orld W ar, and sent the hill to President 
Harding. 
The president informed the congress that it 
had overlooked the small matter of finding the money 
and vetoed the bill. 
In the matter of fnding the money in the economic 
system with which to pay the higher costa created by 
the shorter work week, the creators of the system are 
relying upon the confusion of the New Deal to cast a 
haze over the pertinent question so that it will not have 
to be answered. 
W ell, we know the manufacturer isn't going to pay 
it. 
He is going to pass it on to the retailer.

the retailer isn’t going to pay it.

on to his customer. 
If th»> customer is

man, we know he isn’t going to pay it.

Furthermore, he is going to raise the pay of employes so 
they may be able t»> meet higher costs of automobiling. 
So the passing on goes until the higher cost reaches 
somebody who can not pass it. 
That is the producer of primary products, in most 
instances the farmer. 
W hat pro\ ision has been made to enable the farm ­ 
er to absorb all these additional costs?

Among the unnoticed blessing* of American life, 
there is the .singular little 'act that the republic has bred 
precious few orators and has only three or four “ jo'eat 
speeches'’ on its list of thing" i<»r schoolboys t*» learn. 
W hy should a thing like that be a bl¡«ss¡ng*

Donald Culross Peattie

(»real orators, he remarked, are practically always 
passionate men with something to sell,

out to sell is, as often as not, something that the sober 
good sense of tne citizens ia apt to snift at.

in ring in order to get their point across.

Since our republic was founded, how many “ great 
speeches” have we had? 
Mr. Beattie suggests that ^e 
have had only two— Lincoln’s Gettysburg address and 
his second inaugural. 
And these are singularly out of 
line with the great-speech tradition, for one is a sober 
restatement of the case for democracy and union, and 
the other ia u calm aj peal to people to torget hatred 
and go about tidying up a bad mess in a «pint of t'hrist- 
ian charity. 
Neither of these speeches can compare 
with a 
frenzied thing like Napoleon’s famous address to his 
army in Fgvpt» wherein he pointed to the pyramids and 
reminded hi" lads that 4<> centuries were looking down 
on them. 
But Napoleon, like all orators, had something 
to sell, 
specdin-ally, hi* was trying to put the beat on 
these stolid sons of French peasants so that they would 
be cheerful about basing th<*ir bone* in the steaming 
Nile valley for a cause which they could not understand» 
And that is the way it usually is with orations. 
They 
are a bad business, 
A nation whose history is studded 
with them is u nation whieh has been In some exceed* 
ingly tight spot*»*, for a great oration is almost always a 
curtain-raiser to hard"hip, and the orator as likely as 
not is the man v. ho i* bringing the hardship on, 
It takes a bad atmosphere to grow orations.

As a protection to the 
outfit, it should be fitted with » 
waterproof cover, and these may 
be had at slight additional cost.

harness and pack frames 
are also to be had liotn outfitters.

The latter 
is designed to accommodate one or 
two ordinary 10-inch duffle bags. 
In my own experience I have never 
found either of these a.s practical 
as the pack sack, though one or 
the other has its adherents among 
packers, and both may have ad­ 
vantages under some conditions of 
packing. 
When blankets are to be carried
